Facebook questions report that says it has hit a saturation point in North America

Facebook^ the seemingly unstoppable juggernaut of 
the social media world, continues to grow, steaming 
toward 700 million registered users* But has the site 
tapped out its potential in America? 

The site lost more than 7 million active users in 
the US, and Canada last month, according to data 
from Inside Facebook, a blog that tracks the site 
and its development platform* 

Mexico, where Facebook use started later than 
in the other two, added about i milUon users, ac- 
cording to Inside Face hookas data service. But Face- 
book’s slowing growth in North America raises the 
question of whet her the site has finally found all the 
users it can in places where it's been around for a 
while* 

T^st month was the first time the U*S* had lost 


active users in a year, Inside Facebook said, while 
ups and downs have been more volatile in Canada. 

Facebook is questioning the accuracy of the data. 

^Trom time to time, we see stories about Face- 
book losing users in some regions,” said a statement 
Monday from a Facebook spokesperson. “Some of 
these reports use data extracted from our advertising 
tool, w^iich provides broad estimates on the reach of 
Facebook ads and isn’t designed to be a source for 
tracking the overall growth of Facebook. 

'"We are very pleased with our growth and with 
the way people are engaged with Facebook. More 
than 50% of our active users log on to Facebook on 
any given day” 

Facebook reached 687 million users at the be- 
ginning of June, according to the stats. But its 
growth rates appear to be slowing. Facebook gained 


II. 8 million active monthly users in May, compared 
with 13.9 million in April. More than 20 million us- 
ers were added during every month last year. 

The United Kingdom, Norway and Russia, 
other countries where Facebook was adapted rela- 
tively early in its existence, each dropped by about 
100,000 active users in May. 

Still, expansion continues as Facebook focuses 
globally 

Major population centers such as Brazil, India 
and Argentina all saw growth of more than 5 per- 
cent in Alay with Brazil leading the way, jumping 
from about 17 million users to about 19 million. 

Inside Facebook acknowledged that seasonal 
changes such as college graduation, bugs in the 
Facebook advertising software or other one-time 
anomalies can affect data.

^ti Stare at the mirror, rub your Buddha 
belly and wish it would disappear. 

Well, snap out of it. I'hat thinking won’t 
help you to get rid of a puffy pooch, beer 
belly or glorified gut. 

As swimsuit season gears up, it’s time 
for the battle of the belly bulge. This year, 
instead of trying to achieve that elusive 
six-pack, focus on trimming belly fat, ex- 
perts say Not only will it make you look 
good and feel better, it also reduces seri- 
ous health risks including heart disease, 
cardiovascular disease, diabetes and can- 
cer. 

Certain kinds of fat can be more harm- 
ful to your health than others. That’s the 
case with fat around the midsection, which 
comes in two varieties— what doctors call 
visceral and subcutaneous. Visceral fat, 
known as belly fat, goes deeper into the 
body and surrounds the organs. The other 
kind, subcutaneous fat, is evident when 
you can pinch an inch on the hip. Both are 
unhealthy, but visceral fat is more of con- 
cern, experts said. 

A Mayo Clinic study analysis published 
in May in the Journal of the American Col- 
lege of Cardiology found heart disease pa- 
tients with belly fat have double the risk 
of death than do those who pile it on else- 
where on the body ITiat’s equal to the risk 
of smoking a pack of cigarettes a day. 

“Belly fat is the most dangerous fat,” said 
Dawn Jackson Blatner, registered dietitian 
in Chicago and American Dietetic Asso- 
ciation spokeswoman. “Although it migjit 
not be pleasant to look at, it’s more about 
general health issues than people migfit 
think.” 


Visceral fat increases the risk for car- 
diovascular disease, diabetes and cancer. 
Waist sizes of more than 40 inches for men 
and greater than 35 inches for women could 
signal a health risk. 

“Unfortunately we can’t tell our body 
where we want the fat to go,” said Cassie 
Vanderwall, a cUnical dietitian at Rush 
University Medical Center’s Nutrition and 
Wellness Center. 

Blame genetics and hormones for di- 
recting fat to the midsection, she said. For 
example, when women get older, there’s a 
drop in the estrogen hormone level. That 
decrease can lead to more fat getting 
stored in the ab area. 

Fat is the body’s way of storing excess 
calories, ^u need to burn more calorics 
than you’re consuming to drop the weight. 
And when you lose weight, you’ll trim 
inches from your waistline as a result. But 
unfortunately you can’t pick a spot, such as 
your midsection, and lose weight only in 
that part of your body 

“There’s no quick fix, but there are 
things that can help gear you in the right 
direction,” said Dr. JuHe Roth, an internal 
medicine/wellness physician at North- 
western Memorial I lo spiral. Change your 
diet, exercise and reduce stress, she said. 
Give those new changes two weeks before 
making any modifications, she said. 

“As much as people want to lose weight 
now that summer is here, I look at it more 
as, 'Let’s start with healthy behaviors that 
will start weight loss now with swimsuit 
season,’ ” she said. 'Fhen, maintain that 
healthy lifestyle through the winter so 
there’s no mad rush to lose weight next 
summer.

Think doing crunches alone will get 
rid of your belly? Think again. 

'There’s a d ifference between 
getting a six-pack and reducing your waistline/' said 
Eddie Webber, fitness coach in the West Loop. "Ifs 
going to be frustrating when you do all ab work and 
the stomach is not getting any smaller.” 

Crunches tone and strengthen the abs. but 
first people need to lose weight and get in shape. 
"Cardiovascular (exercise) is the cheapest, most 
inexpensive way to do this, in or outside," Webber 
said. Go for a walk, jog or run to bum off calories. 
Jumping rope is a great exercise too. 


Acid trip 

Diet is a weight-loss tool, and exer- 
cise helps keep off that weight. 

A good eating plan to help 
shrink that jelly belly includes a regimen of some- 
thing called conjugated linoleic acids. Found in 
lean beef and 2 percent dairy products, those 
acids help keep blood sugar levels in check and 
boost muscle growth. Muscles are used to burn 
calories and thus start to blast belly fat 

For breakfast, for example, try eating oatmeal 
cooked with 1 percent or 2 percent milk Instead of 
water and topped with berries. Or Greek yogurt 
with berries and granola.

“Real Housewives of New Jersey” cast 
members beat up and injured a Chicago- 
area police officer and his cousin during 
a brawl this year at a posh Dominican re- 
sort, two lawsuits filed Monday allege.

The cousins’ lawsuits — filed in New 
York and Miami— allege that they and 
their families were dancing and socializing 
in a Hard Rock Hotel & Casino bar in Pun- 
ta Cana on Feb. 23 when Jersey Housewife 
Teresa Giudice sprayed champagne on

The complaints state that after Arreola 
confronted Giudice, he was attacked by 
cast members that included her husband, 
Joe, and Albert and Christopher Manzo, 
the sons of show matriarch Caroline Man- 
zo. 


The Guidices and other cast members 
could not be reached for comment. 

Bravo, the cable channel that airs the 
show, is named in the New York complaint 
as well. Thomas Demetrio, an attorney 
representing Arreola and Gomez, has 
asked Bravo and the show’s production 
company to preserve any video taken of 
the fight. A spokeswoman for Bravo said 
the network and the cast members decline 
to comment on the accusations. 

The cousins also sued the Hard Rock 
Hotel’s parent company in Miami alleging 
negligent security and intentional inflic- 
tion of emotional distress. 

Ricardo Cata, a lawyer for the hotel’s op- 
erator, said he had not seen any lawsuit but 
said the hotel did nothing wrong. 

“Our position is the hotel did everything 
it was supposed to do and responded ap- 
propriately and took care of the guests in 
the appropriate manner,” Cata said.

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GOP debate 
turns nasty— 
against Obama 

□ MANCHESTER, N.H. The Republican 
White House contenders focused 
their attacks on President Obama and re- 
frained from attacking each other Monday 
in their first major debate of the 2012 nomi- 
nating race. 

The Republicans criticized Obama as 
a failure on the economy and attacked his 
health-care overhaul as a gross government 
intrusion, but they sidestepped numerous 
chances to hit their party rivals in the face- 
to-face encounter. 

“This president has failed, and he’s failed 
at a time when the American people count- 
ed on him to create jobs and get the econ- 
omy growing,” said former Massachusetts 
Gov Mitt Romney, who leads the Republi- 
can pack in opinion polls. 

Former Minnesota Gov Tim Pawlenty, 
who on Sunday took a swipe at Romney’s 
Massachusetts health-care plan and called 
it “Obamneycare,” carefully avoided a di- 
rect challenge as the contenders played 
nice with each other. 

Romney defended the plan, which has 
become a lightning rod for conservative 
critics, as different from Obama’s health- 
care overhaul in part because it did not 
raise taxes and was state-based. 

“If people don’t like it in our state, they 
can change it. That’s the nature of why 
states are the right place for this type of re- 
sponsibility,” Romney said. 

The nationally televised forum includ- 
ed most of the top-tier contenders in the 
battle for the right to challenge Obama. 
The debate was moderated by CNN’s John 
King.

Smelling smoke 
from a burning engine, 
the pilot skirted disaster 
by threading the plane be- 
tween a 60 -foot tower and 
a line of trees, witnesses 
said. 

Seven crew members 
and volunteers escaped 
without serious injury as 
flames and a plume of thick 
black smoke soared into 
the clear blue sky from the 
wreckage of the Liberty 
Belle. 

For aviation enthusi- 
asts, the crash was a blow 
both for the plane’s his- 
torical value and emotion- 
al impact, and because it’s so rare. Of the 
12,731 B-17S manufactured, about 50 re- 
main, including wrecked planes that have 
been pulled out of the water, according to 
the Experimental Aircraft Association,

The plane took off from the Aurora air- 
port at 9:30 a.m. on its way to Indianapolis 
Regional Airport. But it was forced to make 
an emergency landing in the field near Os- 
wego, about three miles away, shortly after 
takeoff The pilot had reported an engine 
fire, authorities said. 

Witnesses described seeing the bomber 
flying low before it crashed. An engine on 
the left wing— the one farthest from the 
cockpit— was on fire, they said.
